Care of Poultry 


Poultry Diseases are Responsible for 
~ Big National Loss 


At least fifty per cent. of the 

chickens, young ducks and turkeys, 
and ten per cent. of the adult birds, 
die each year from diseases, many of 
which are preventable. This is an an- 
nual loss of probably millions of dol- 
lars that should be avoided to a large 
extent, 
War conditions make it imperative 
that farmers and poultrymen as far as 
ossible should stop this enormous 
eak, To do this every breeder 
should pay strict attention to the gen- 
eral conditions of his flock. When 
anything unusual‘is noted in a fowl, 
it is advisable to place the affected 
individual in separate quarters. If 
within a short time recovery does not 
take place, it is unwise to destroy the 
fowl without first ascertaining the 
cause of the disorder, The preva- 
lence of discase is more often the 
cause of failure than the lack of prac- 
tical knowledge and the extreme im- 
portance of keeping the quarters 
clean; isolation of all ailing fowls and | 
immediat@action in regard to finding 
out the cause cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon the poultryman.

erimental Farm, Ottawa, Ont., a live 

tit sick fowl, or, in the absence of 
such, a dead bird. In the interval 
disinfect the quarters, runs, drinking 
fountains and feed dishes to check 
the spread of any infectious disease. 

Disinfect the poultry houses i 
spraying the interior with a lime wash 
solution (50 Ibs. stone linve slaked in 
a barrel of water plus one gallon of 
a good commercial disinfectant). Fill 
cracks and crevices to destroy mites, 
lice, etc. If a smaller amount is re- 
quired it may be prepared by adding 
two and a half pounds of lime to a 
pail of water plus half-a teacupful of 
disinfectant. 


Keep a crop growing in some part 
of the yards and_alternate poultry 
and crops, If the runs are small 
cover with a coating of air slake 
lime and dig up. If the runs are too 
large to dig, plough and cultivate be- 
fore sowing. Rape is a good crop 
for this purpose. Rear all chicks on 
fresh soil. 

Although these precautions may ap- 
pear unnecessary it is the only way 
of combatting many disease condi- 
tions affecting poultry, which, if left 
to themselves, will undoubtedly prove 
decidedly costly in the long run,

Sending Information to the Rear by 
Projectile y 


Transmission of urgent orders to 
troops in the first line and the send- 
ing of interesting information to the 
rear by projectiles is one of the new 
developments of trench warfare, ac- 
cording to the monthly review, La 
Science et La Vie, of Paris. 

One of the instruments employed 
for this purpose by the Germans was 
captured in a recent successful at- 
tock made by the French at Moron- 
villiers. It consisted of a tin cylinder 
about 15 inches long and an inch and | 
a quarter in diameter, at the mouth 
of which is placed a box containing 
the message. 


The cylinder and message box are 
placed in the grenade-thrower, which 
launches it in much the same way as 
aerial torpedoes and grenades are 
fired from a trench mortar. 

The extreme range of these new 
engines is about 1,300 yards, 
is generally, sufficient to cross 
zone of French curtain fire. 

The utility of such a system be- 
came apparent with the development 
of barrage fire, that made the carry- 
ing of messages by despatch bearers 
always hazardous and frequently im- 
possible,

Jaffa comes after Spain and Call- 
fornia in importance as one of the 
world’s orange marts. The export 
before the war amounted to ngarly 
eight million francs, The value of the 
crops, however, depended very large- 
ly on the ability of the shipper to 
get his consignment to the London 
market before the Spanish crop, 

The cultivation of oranges had 
greatly increased of late years ow- 
ing to the establishment of Jewish 
colonies in Palestine, who brought 
scientific methods into their _ fruit 
farming and sank a huge capital into 
irrigation and water supply. 

The outbreak of war in 1914 had 
avery serious eficct on the 
orange trade. It completely cut 
off all means of export, and growers 
were left with their entire crops on 
their hands, The difficulty and  ex- 
pense of obtaining fuel for their 
pumping plants and the absence of 
any market for the harvest compel- 
led owners to neglect their groves 
during thé past three years. 

Anybody was welcome to carr 
away as much as he wished, provid- 
ed he picked it off the trees, as it 
ruined them to allow the fruit to 
hang, and even the expense of pluck- 
ing was a consideration, So for 
three years the crops have been 
growing poorer and poorer, 

The advent of our troops has sav- 
ed the situation, Another year of 
neglect would have spelt the total 
ruin of the groves. We have not 
only supplied a market for the crop, 
but the opewing up of . communica- 
tion-with Egypt, has provided facili- 
ties for the importation of fuel, 
which will permit of the proper wat- 
eridg and manuring of the trees. 

The first oranges ripen in Novem- 
ber. For over six months now they 
have provided the troops with a de- 
lightful and refreshing dessert, but 
are now beginning to show signs of 
scarcity. 

Soon, however, we may look for- 
ward to apricots, . which are fairly 

lentiful, although not nearly so 
healthy, while the vineyards prom- 
ise an abundant supply of grapes 
somewhat later in the summer,

Prisoner Back Tom Germing Tells 
of Cruel Conditions There

Wettest Spot on Eaiih 
One of the weftest spots in the 
world is the central part of the little 


island of Kauai, most northerly of 
the Hawaiian group. The average 
rainfall at the town of Waialcale for 


five years has heen slightly more 
than 500 inches. Thirteen and a half 
miles away, at Waimea Village, the 
average annual precipitation is only 
20.8 inches. Waimea is only 10 feet 
above sea leved, while Waialeale is 


5,075 feet above the sea.
